We believe that these criities can 
be finally ferreted out, and we urge 
that the attention of the S ate 
authorities be at once called to same 
and every passible effort put forward 
to bring the guilty parties to justice,

COLORING FI8HE8. 

Flowers can be artificially colored, 
we know, with more or less success 
by chemical agency. Animals gener- 
ally e.«oapc counterfeiting, with few 
exceptions. The latest in counter- 
feiting is the carp. 

In Sicily it is said that by intro- 
ducing into the water chalk, iron and 
a little peat, colors will be impart- 
ed to the carp. After treatment in 
a bath of these concomitants for a 
fortnight the fish is given another 
chemically prepared oatli, into wliiili 
is introduced iron and tan. By in- 
creasing or diminishing the_ quanti- 
ties the colors can be either accentu- 
ated or diminished. The process is 
somewhat hazardous, but we learn 
from a Paris contemporary that in 
the end an apparently new species 
of ornamental fish is produced,

It will be remembered that on the 

night of February 2nd of thi^ year 
for the third time in her liistory 
McLean College anetrined a Mreat 
loaa by fire. McLean College has 
had the uaual experience of the 
email unendowed inatitotion under 
the patronage of the church. It haa 
liad to do large thinga with amall 
meaoa. Thiahaa entailed herculean 
taaka of finaDcial management, die 
ciplinary activity, claas-room and 
placform work and private honee*t()- 
house contact with parents and 
uardiana. Such taaka have fallen 
with weight upon the trustees, of 
course, but most heavily of all upon 
the faculty. The shoulders of Pres- 
ident Kuykendall ha^ borne such 
loads now for many years. For a 
acore of yeara he haa counted noth- 
ing which he poasessed other than 
refuse for the sake of McLean Col- 
lege. Prof. Smith for a decade has 
taken his share of the burden. Both 
have toiled on their ways, bearing 
the interests of the school to higher 
levels. Nor has either groaned— 
outwardly at leaat — or aaked by 
word, look or other sign, for any 
man'9 sympathy. They have worn 
cheerful face^. They have gnne 
with sturdy, manful strides. They 
h^ve not brooked the thought of 
failure. They have believed in the 
future with radiant confidence. And 
they kept their courage on the day 
following that night of fiery deatruc- 
tion of what was dearer to them 
than any property possessed by 
themaehrea. When men might have 
been excused freely by the friends 
of the college from longer carrying 
the load of its management and in- 
struction, they astonished even their 
most devoted friends by their an- 
nounced readineaa to bear it atill. 

Professor and Mrs. Foater have 
been with the college now for four 
vears, and they too have been tire- 
It'ss workers for her. Belonging to 
another religious body than 
lhat under whose auspicea the col< 



lege ia operated, they have given to 

her a surpassingly loyal service, and 
in the crisis of this spring they have 
taken their places side by side with 
President Kaykandall . an4 Prof. 

Smith. 

All of these have dadded to re- 
main here and to be In their respect- 
ive places in the school when it ahall 
be opened in the comiilt aatumn. 
President Kuykendall declines, in or- 
der to serve here further, an offer of 
a place of dignity and influence in the 
most famous school of the Disciples, 
at the end of his usefulness in which 
would be a pension for the reat of 
his lifp. Prof. Smith has declined 
to consider a place as Preaident of a 
ollegein another st«te, to which ia 
attached a salary two and a half 
times aa large as that which he here 
receivea. Prof. Foetor Hkewiae dc- 
c'ines a place as President of a school 
in another atate to which ia attached 
a Mlary equal to the ium uf both hia 
and Mrs. Foster's present salaries. 

^'hy do they do these things? It 
rauat be that they have the aoula of 
builders in them — they love that 
which they build and they c^noot 
conaent to go away and leave it, es- 
pecially when it is imperiled. Per- 
bapa they have found a home here 
in thehearta of our people- that, 
doubtless. Is part of the t'-uth. Most 
of all, it must be that they are per- 
sons of eonedenctt who have a vfaiion 
of what such an institution aa they 
seek to build can do for Western 
Kentucky and neighboring portions 
pf (be South. In any c:iso hey 
are a part of our most solid wealth 
as a ccNOUDunity, and we greet them 
withadaoiration and eateem. '

France is becoming Americanized. 
There is noticeable throughout the 
country a growing appetite for lux- 
ury, an increasing use of those aids 
to the comfort of living which until 
five yenrs ago Frenchmen of tb*» 
middle class considered far niid 
away beyond their mfeans, but wliich 
the average American of equal sta- 
tion has long counted among the 
common necessities of life. 

Bathrooms, eleotric lights, tele- 
phones, steam heated apartments, 
muaicsl instruments and labor sav- 
ing applianros in the kitchen have, 
until very nvontly, not been deemed 
adjuncts to a comfortable existence 
by a Frenchman of the bourgeois 
class. Among the middle class in 
France the rent ordinarily is reck- 
oned at one-tenth the total income, 
while in America it is the oiistom 
in oar cities to spend one-sixth or 
even one-fourth merely to keep a 
roof over our heads, says World's 
Work. 

But recently in many of the pro- 
vineial cities, apartment houses have 
lieeii erected that are equipped with 
elevators, bathrooms and heating ap- 
pliances and that compare favor- 
ably with American standards. These 
apartments rent for $800 to $1,000 
a year and the demand far exceeds 
the present supply.

This element of fear which so acts 
upon the bird is still more etfective 
in insect life. It is not so much the 
number of inaeets that are killed or

The physician's cane is a very an- 
cient part of hia insignia. It is now 

disused, but up to very ancient times 
no doctor of medicine woilld have 
presumed to pay a professional visit, 
or even to be seen in public, without 
this mystical wand. Long as a foot- 
man's stick, smooth and varnished, 
with a heavy gold knob or iToss-bar 
at the top, it was an instrument with 
which, down to the present century, 
every prudent aspirant to medieal 
practice was provided. The celebrat- 
ed "gold-headed cane'* which Had- 
clifTe, Mead, Askew, ritiairn and 
Baillie successively bore, is preserved 
in the College of Physicians, bear- 
ing the arms whit li tlio~(^ gentlemen 
assumed, or were entitled to. In one 
respect it diifered from the physi- 
cian's cane proper ; it had a cross- ' 
bar, almost like a crook ; whereas a ' 
physician's wand ought to have aj 
knob at the top. This knob in olden ' 
times was hollow and contained a ' 

vinaigrette ^ich the man of sci- } physician, Dr. Kurt, Gross, has pro-
